All the great ititettsla u[ ihe colony are 
in a sound and improvine; stale, being 
tundtitted with a resolute avoidance 
uf speculation, and the capital and 
laWur eiuployed in them being re- 
warded with rem 1 1 iterative returns. Kven 
the agricultural interest, which had long 
been depressed lo (he hut degree, has nf 
lite lifted up its head, and exhibited a 
smiling viaage. The prices uf piodute 
have risen ; the seasons are iti all respects 
favuurablr ; and there is the prospect 
I of an abundant harvcut, which, whjit 
it mil reward the toils of Ihe 
firmer, will secure reasonable cheapness 
to ihe cunWtmei The art of Australian 
tillage is yet in Hi infancy. There are 
gfitnpaei hi re and thete of hrigtit days 
awaiting it. There is a spirit of enquiry 
and obtrrtatinn abroad amung us, fruin 
which we augur the best reaulls as to the 
latent resources of our soil and climate, 

The greal, the dominant I rile rest of (he 
culony- the PasLoral— was perhaps never 
in to good a stale, all ihings consi- 
riered, □. it i> nuw , certamiy utitr in a 
belter. The price of wool is latisfaclury 
Ihe wages nf labour are not (for Ihe pre- 
sent at Ira I) excessive , the new rxpedicul 
of boiling down the larcau fur ihe >ake of 
the tallow, cuntinues lo realise the most 
sanguine hopes eter enter Uiacd uf it, All 
tl is is suDUiently ch.-ering-. uutrtill more 
die. ting is trie tail, that the harassing 
s'nfe which hits for some tune 
hrjiiirfl carried nil between Ihe local 
i.foveruiueiil and ths colonists, lunch- 
ing the oceupauty of Ihe vast paaliue 
grounds hryondthe hutindnriea of iocaliou. 
is hkely (o he terminated as tire culouists 
uuuld wish. The great point of liaiiy of 
ii-iiitie 11 toncedrd ; mi tht next in im- 
p.iiLance, the right of pre-einjuion, will 
probably be conceded alao. The jrtrfittrat 
part of ihr rjucatiort — as tu the authority 

10 which the administration of the public 
lands, mid uf ihe revenues thence arising, 
constitutionally belongs, or may be 
most advantageously com m il led— has 
yet to he fought; but it must be 
fought in aiinlher field ; and meanwhile 

11 duet not interfere wilh tlx adjustment 
of the details as between the individual 
grvier and the public. Those drtnils 
are noi yet quile setlled : hut from tbe 
very conciliatory disposition that has or 
late been ttincnl Ly the head u[ the Go- 
vernment, there ia tvery reason tu look 
forward with foifideitce to auch a settle- 
ment as w ill concede to the graiicc all 
that he cotihl reasonably ask. 

And the results of ihii amicable adjust- 
ment will he of the utmost importance tu 
[fan welfare— the jirrmanntl welfare— of 
our entire torn 111 unity. In lire beauti- 
ful language of the Inspired prophel, ■ I he 
wilderness and the solitary place shall be 
^lad for them ; and the desert shall re- 
j'jicc, and blossom aa the rose,' 4 

This mild policy on the pan of our 
Executive, transpiring aa il did on the 
eve of the opening of our Legislative 
session, lias liad a sooihiug effect upon 
ihe lemf-t of ihe Council. Eiery body 
expected a stormy commencement— a 
slortnj progress— and a stormy close. 
Thus far. there has been no storm si all. 

The grand dnulrratvm of the colony 
continues to be. the influx of suitable im- 
migration. Wilhout this, our pro-penly 
musl ere long receive a fatal cheik. 
Scarcity of labour will restrict us 



advancing; dear nets nf labour 
will eat np our profits. We any *v<<- 
abtr im migration ; for we have had 
much thai waa unsuitable, and lhal has 
done ui harm iumead of good. We do 
not want office clerks or shopmen : with 
these we are deplorably over -stuck ed. We 
do n<>t want mechanics'; for of thete also 
we have nuste as many aa we can find 
work for. probably, for aeceral years to 
.Come, We want sirujiiv /aAowrera — 
men that can work on a farm, or mind 
sheep or cattle. And we waul immnt 
MrtanU for uur households, 

Tllrre is anolher class of immigrant* 
■ whose arrival H-uuld he a benefit to the 
colony , and a ligna) benefit to themselves 
— persons of capital, whether large or 
small . The profits made by those who 
have invested capital in shcrp-iartning 
within the last two years, are imnseuse. 
We have heard them raled as high aa fifty 
per cent, per annum. And cerUluly 
while lh* prices of sheep, labour, and 
land, continue In Le as low, and the prices 
of wont aud tallow as high, at thty now 
are, we do ool think there is m the world 
a safer or mo te lucrative inve stment. 

THE OR EAT BANK CASK. 
KnoM considerations which, w ilhotsl en- 
larging upon llieiii, will be appietiated b) 
our reader*, we cautiously abstained from 
Ihe il ghteat refrrtnee to the Bank case 
whilst it was under the consideration of 
the Jury. Now that the veidict— or 
ral her something concocted benveen the 
parties, and passing ss such, rs returned, 
and is un its way to England for final ad- 
justment ihrre, we are at full liberty to 
range over tbe whole case, and to comment 
on the letters of Mr. Ueoroe Mills;*, the 
lit st addressed lo (he Dlrecloisof I be Bank 
of Australia, w ho were in office at the 
time of the contraction of the large lia- 
Inlities lo ihe Bank of Australasia; the 
second lo Sir Er>w *»n Parky, out of ihe 
English resident shareholders of the colu- 
mn] ti.su k. The Ciiiki JmnE, in a 
charge, at once clear, concise, and com- 
prehensive, and only 10 he adequately es- 
timated, by one uhu cirefullj refrra back 
lolhe chaos nf important and uniiniwrranl 
facts, to which some principle of order 
hat been given — pointedly referred, 
in the following passage, 10 a 
pusilion which had Iseen streuuuuily 
maintained by the defendants roun- 
tel, to the iiiifl, (hat Ihe loan alleged 
lo have been made to the Bank of Aus- 
tralia, had not been so made ; but on the 
contrary, had been advanced solely for 
the purpose uf bolslering up the then 
loitering firm of lh ours aud llosaiKa : —

Having given the above cxtnicl in 
le r in a, Ur. Mi Lira proceeds to set out the 
Report of the Bank of Australia, 10 the 
proprietor*, at ihe half-yearly meeting, 
held on the 17th January, IBIS, in which 
It ia distinctly staled, that the sum of 
£11,347 St. M it lo Iheir credit un ihe 
profit and lots account, and distributable 
as dividends— that jfifiiOO stands as an 
accumulating fund, and that a rrry con- 
tiitrraUe rnluctiim of liabilitin had hetn 
effected during the preceding year. To 
till!) Report Mat attached a balance sheet, 
in which it was impossible t<> discover a 
single entry liaving any relation to Ihe 
terrible liability which, within *• very 
short a period thereafter, appears lo have 
been inclined. 

Upon this, Mr. Miller naturally de- 
sires explanaiiisn. "I ■ulemnly call upon 
you "" (writes he to the unhappy Direc- 
i.irs, marshalled in capitals ai the head of 
Ills advertisement — to wit, Messrs HsN- 
m««j MtcAkTHti, A. B. Beinn, Mit- 
ciikli, Dtnaaqq, Noaxosi, Envr Mutt- 
J.IM0, CoowiLi, WaLLto, Thou t a Wai- 
Kga, and SinDfosTit) — " lo explain to 
me, and to my fellow-proprietors, icAe/Aee 
or not that fittility rxittrd at tht fime •/ 
your ttrpnrl , and sens thut rithhtlit from 
m* ; nr whether it was contracted from 
the I7ih of January to th* 27ih of 
February, IblS, the date of the loan." 

Thus solemnly does he call these spirits 
from the " tatty deep" of this mysterious 
subject, whilst they apparently leave htm 
to do ao until he 1* tired of the work, or 
until the slender amount of a**ets which 
ths Bank of Australia management has left 
him for payment of advertisement* it 
completely exhausted. 

We certainly hate not been at all 
astonished at the unbroken silence of the 
Directors abuveoamed its reference lo Mr. 
Mm Lga'a first advrrliaement. Wt ahould 
hare beer, surprised had they not appeared 
tumrwhatashairsed, in aometbape or other. 
At the same lime, we lieli-ve i!:nt/Ae ,,!„., t 
of by fat Ihr Inrgrr twmtoer nf them 
awry tr arer-nata/erf for. without our 
being under lint necesaity of retVeeliUjj; 



upon (heir honour nr integrity. We ins- 
pect they have only been bad directors, 
not had men 1 and that at (he time of the 
transact lout taking ptact, which led to 
the late trial, the honeater, and therefore 
ihe mure unsuspicioui of other*, waa my 
particular mtn, the more unfit was he to 
be a director of the Bank of Australia. 
The men in the above list, who did not 
get into the directorship for their own 
special purposes, lefl all the management 
of the banking affairs to those who d I J. 
Large portions of the Bank capital ueut 
lo nun wlin are rtill seen sometimes talk- 
ing about Sydney as if they had done 
nothing out of the common ; 10 men who 
had no adequate security to offer for th* 
bank money* they received. 

Other large portion! went to IIiohes 
and Hosiiinq upon security, whith at the 
time was deemed: amply sufiicienl, the di- 
rectors, who concurred in the advance*, 
ignorantly conceiving that the colony 
Jived, and moved, aud had its being in 
these two mighty men. Il it probable, 
iherefott, that negligent, ignorant, and 
delinquent directors, alike feel that the 
least said about the buiinesaia tht aooncst 
mended, and we think it likely that Mr. 
tjpoaoE Mii.i.r.n will tie allowed to pour 
forth hit " iweet and hitler fancies," 
through the columns of (he public pten, 
without meeting n director prepared to 
enter the list* with him. 

For ourtehet, then, since the Director! 
are shy of coming out, we beg tu offer a 
few observations on Mr. Mn.ia.a L s query 10 
Ihe directors, with reference lo this liabi- 
lity of Jttloi.OOO, alleged in the charge 
of the Cniir Jtsriros to have been con- 
tracted antecedently lolhe loan by the 
Hank uf Australasia. Wt imagine that 
Mr. Mtu.sra, without staying in pick his 
phrases, put il into the abuse bald form, 
mtrtty with a titw lo eliciting, if possi- 
ble, a statement of tbe prrcite maimer in 
which, and the enact lime at which, the 
liability was initiated, and carried on lu 
completion : fur Iheie are names among 
the above enumerated list uf directors, 
w hich, in our own judgment, render the 
foimer passage of Mr, Mili.1I*'* inlerro 
^atury more offensive than necessary 1 as 
we art satisfied (lie parlies who bear them 
would uevef, for any worldly coutidera- 
lion, have put their name* to so wilfully 
false n Report, at Mr. Mi mm, by his 
quetlion attggrita.

We think there is. In the examina- 
tions of Mr. HutKiTtt) in tbe Inaul- 
vent Court {in hit application fur 
his certificate), we recollect tint a very 
full and fait statement was made by him 
respecting the treaty, which before hit 
sequestration had been carried on between 
(he firm uf HtviiES and Huskivu, and the 
Hank of Auviralia, as in the expediency 
of the latter assisting the firm through the 
accumulating difficulties then pressing 
upon them. There can he no doubt that 
at ihij lime (we mean for months pie* 
vioiitly to (he aequettmion of J 1% hum 
and HuMitM.I. there were few men of 
business in Sydney who did nut feel in 
tome degree that the whole colony (com- 
mercially aptakingj walked about upon 
the fourlegs of llruHas and Hoskiivu , that 
the filing of their schedule wuuld be as the 
hiuiiing of the sua out of the mercantile 
heaven, and thai no effort within reason 
should be lefl sinattempted to avoid such 
> Mlnttrophe. The property of ihe firm 
waa valued, nnt! even at the almost nomi- 
nal prices of the lime was admitted by 
certain uf the directors of the Bank to be 
worth £-1*0,000. The debit uf llimiffe* 
and KosKiMi were about £200,0011 at 
1 11 nil. It became generally talked about 
lhat auch a treaty waa going un, and the 
creditors of Hioiies and Uoaaiigo sued 
ihem to judgment a* expeditiously as pos- 
sible, hoping they would gel paid by the 
Bank. We suspect lhat it must have 
been during this treaty that the its yet 
uueiptained guarantees were given by 
Mr. M u hfvjtii- fur it is certain that atich 
a Irea'j waa initiated, and lhal lo a cer- 
tain extent il was van if d out. If it alto 
ejiraf/y rertWri that, until all fir trrmt 
serre romjifttf, Mr. MnitsriE, acting 
under ihe ditectors, could not pay off the 
firm's creditors with money or bank ac- 
ceptances; that lie could not do more 
train furnish (hem wilh lliese same 
guarantees. But why should he hase 
furnished thetn with m much I 
ihe reader may demand. To this 
question also, having a strict regard lo 
t he art nil stale nf things at lire tune, it 
apjsran lo us there ia un intelligible, if 
not n satisfactory answer. If the treaty 
were, thai in consideration of Hi onus and 
Hosiing assigning the whole or their pro- 
perty to (he Bank or Australia, the latter 
wuuld take upon itself the payment uf the 
debt, ..f the linn ; and sucb, aa far as our 
recul lection of Ihe evidence serves us, was 
the substance uf the arrangement ; il 
plainly behoved the Hank, as much as 
jrussibiF, to prevent the property of the 
firm fruui being seriously diminished, as, 
but fur these guarantee*, il manifestly 
would have been, by ihe forced and 
ruinous talet which almost daily would 
have taken place, in saiisfartiun of judg- 
ment enrdi tort of H loir tat and Hum mi. 
The guarantees satisfied these creditors 
wilhout being a direct liability of the 
Bank ; and we can conceive that it it just 
possible, that if thete guarantees had 
been given before the date of the 
Report interrogated about by Mr. Miilih, 
the fratner or framers thereof might have 
thought themselves justified, — believing 
the Bank in any * rent lu be fully co- 
vered aa against thete guarantees,— in not 
adverting to them under the head of direct 
liabilities. But if such was the fact, il 
ought now to he admitted, Il ought tu 
be, ss fully as it can he, explained by the 
Director*, for their own takra. Other- 
wise, public suspicion will sharie the facts 
worse than they really are. We repeat 
our conviction that there hat been no 
"*nonnont wickedneta" in the transac- 
tion, (with reference to (he assistance to 
Htontsand Hosgmu), either on the part 
of the Director*, or of their Cashier. We 
believe them lu he merely chargeable, *i a 
body, with gross misconception of Ihe 
real importance of Hu'ohxs and lloaaino; 
with niter unfitness, as respects either 
knowledge or habits, to be Directors of a 
Bank.
